He was pres- 
ident of the United Railways and La- 
clede Gas Light companies, and was 
executive head of the Union Electric 
Light and Power Co., though not for- 
mally its president. He had planned an 
elegant residence in Washington terrace, 
which he was to build for his daugh- 
ter, Mra. Richard McCulloch, and where 
he intended to live with the McCullochs, 
withdrawing from his Milwaukee inter- 
eats. 

Then. came a sudden change in Beggs” 
relations with the North American. 
Capt. Robert McCulloch replaced him 
as head of the United Rallways and 
the Laclede Gas presidency bacame va- 
cant and remained so until the North 
American sold control to a St. Louis 
syndicate. At that time James Camp- 
bell, who has since become president 
of the North American, was its virtual

Baltimore Newspaper Sug- 
gests Connection With 
Bungalow Tragedy. 





PICTURE GIVES CLEW 





Photograph of Woman Killed 
in Italy Is Recognized by 
Maryland Folks.

BALTIMORE, Md., Aug. 
Edith May Thompson Woodill, ward 
of the late Lyman J. Gage, former 
Secretary of the Treasury, may have 
been killed by Mrs. Porter Chariton, 
whose husband has confessed to hav- 
ing slain Mrs. Charlton at Lake Como, 
Italy, is the theory advanced in an 
article printed today by the Baltimore 
Sun. 

The Sun points out that Mrs. Woodill, 
whose death near a bungalow occupied 
hy Robert Eastman, formerly a Wall 
street broker, Wwas-~a national mystery, 
was in company with a couple identified 
from newspaper photographs by St. Mi- 
¢hael folks as Charlston and Mrs. 
Mary Scott Castle, who later became 
his bride. 

Eastman wrote a letter, before he 
ended his life when police officers closed 
in upon him, saying Mrs. Woodill was 
killed ‘by a woman, drunk and enraged 
with jealousy, 

Recognized From Photograph. 

The Coroner’s jury returned a verdict 
saying Mrs. Woodill came to her death 
at the hands of some unknown person, 
evidently not being satisfied with the 
circumstantial evidence pointing to 
Eastman, who committed suicide when 
about to be captured in a boat in the 
Miles River near the point where it 
empties into Chesapeake Bay. 

Many persons have believed in the 
innocence of Eastman. They. contend 
that he ended his life rather than face 
a trial and the exposure of his career 
after he disappeared from New York, 
with the probable renewal of old 
charges held against him in Wall street.

Later, 
when Charlton’s picture was published, 
after the Como tragedy, it is said that 
it also was recognized as that of the 
young man who accompanied the wom- 
an to the Eastman bungalow. 
Chariton Only One Living. 

As Mrs. Woodill, Eastman and Mrs. 
Charlton are dead, Porter Charlton is 
the only known person who can clear 
up the stories in circulation. It is sup- 
posed that there were two men, be- 
sides Eastman, at tne bungalow. 

Mrs. Woodill had lived tin Los 
Angeles, Cal., where her husband lived 
at the time of the tragedy. It has 
been stated repeatedly that Charlton 
first met Mrs. Castle last January, 
but the Sun says: “Persons who pro- 
fess to have seen those in the bung- 
alow party say the pictures of Charl- 
ton and Mrs. Charlton were those of 
@ woman and young man who were 
seen together near Eastman’s bunga- 
low.”’ 

Charlton was working for the Na- 
tional City Bank in New York in 
Tune, 1909. The Sun continues: ‘Tt 
is believed possible that he may have 
taken a vacation and gone to St. 
Michaels, where he might have met 
his future wife. This, it is pointed 
out, would be plausible, for it is said 
that young Charitun visited St. 
Michaels four or five times, and that 
he liked the place much.” 

The Sun refers to Mrs. Charliton’s 
violent temper, which has been de- 
scribed by her husband, and to the 
fact that stories from Como said she 
drank heavily. The letter left by 
Eastman follows: 

“I had no hand in the tragedy. 
Was there and removed the evidence 
after the two couples fled. I did this 
for self-preservation and am haunt- 
ed. The victim was my particular 
friend and we were well mated. Have 
Only known her three weeks. We 
all—this is two men and two other 
women from Annapolis—went to the 
bungalow for a time. Everyone got 
full, excepting Edith and myself. 
Edith, tried to win one of the girl's 
fellows and was hit three times on 
the side of the head with a fy}) 
bottle of champagne and the fellow 
was bit once. She fell ovér on the 
floor: ang died. The man did not 
come to for an hour. I was left with 
the corpse and cannot take a chance 
for a trial. Life to me is bitter ana

LACLEDE COMPANY 
VOTES A DIVIDEND 
UF SEVEN PER GENT 


Increase: From Six: Follows 
Prosperous Year and Big 
Business Increase.

The annual dividend of the Laclede 
Gas Light Co., was increased from 6 
per cent.to 7 per cent at a meeting 
of the Board of Directors ofthe cor- 
poration in New York Monday, ac- 
cording to special dispatches to the 
Post-Dispatch. , This brings the total 
cash dividend of the company for the 
year up to- $720,000. ‘ 

At the same time the increased 
dividend .was announced,. it was offi- 
clally stated the net Income of the 
company for the first six months of 
1910 increased 15 per cent over 1909, 
and that the gas sales. for the first 
two weeks of August showed a 15 
per cent increase over the same period 
of last year. 

The directors placed the quarterly 
dividend at 1% per cent, or 7 per 
cent annually. The stock has paid 
6 per cent since March, 1909. 

The increase in the dividend means 
that holders of common stock will 
receive $595,000 a. year from the 
earnings of the company. This is in 
addition to $125,000 which will be 
peid on the preferred stock, 

When first rumore of the increased 
dividend reached Wall street Satur- 
day, Lacle@e stock advanced $8 4a 
share. The company has outstanding 
$8,500,000 of common stock and $2,- 
500,000 preferred stock. A dividend 
of 5 per cent is paid on the preferred. 


'In addition to the capital stock the 


company has a bonded indebtedness 
of $19,732/000, om which 6 per cent 
interest is paid. 

The -interest amounts annually to 
$986,600, which with the dividend paid, 
brings the ‘total amount pald annual- 
ly to the Holders of Laclede securi- 
ties up to $1,706,600.

At the meeting early today the execu- 
tive committee of the exposition decid- 
ed to close it for a féw days, in order 
to clea> the ruins. Then the exposition 
will bé reopened. 

The entire Belgtan and British 
gectiors; the whole Kermesse of 
Brussels, the Coney Isiand of the ex- 
position, with watcr chutes, tobog- 
gan siides and other special enter- 
tainments and everything west of the 
Avenue des Nations were destroyed, 
but by herolo work of the firemen 
and troops in the early hours of the 
morning and the use of dynamite in 
plowing up buildings in the path of 
the flemes, the fire was checked. 

Thieves Are Frustrated. 

Fortuaately the most priceless art 
treasures which had been loaned to the 
exposition or acquired by it, including 
a large exhi- 
bition of jewelry, many paintings, mar- 
bles and ancient fufniture, were re- 
moved by the police, firemen and expo- 
sition employes beyond the reach of 
the flames amd. the.pillaging criminals 
who attempted to take advantage of the 
disaster. 

The reproduction of the House of 
Rubens at Antwerp—the official pavilion 
of the city of Antwerp—containing mas- 
terpleces of Flemish art of the Rubens 
period, collected from the galleries of 
the world, was not even scorched. 

In the Belgian and British sections the 
flames spread with such rapidity that 
practically nothing was saved. A gale 
carried the fire through the Kermesse, 
jammed with a Sunday crowd of nearly 
100,000, with such speed that it is con- 
sidered a miracle that the panic-stricken 
masses escaped without a loss greater 
than two killed and 30 infured. 

Animals Escape; Are Shot. 

The British loss is very heavy. It ip- 
cludes Tudor panelix - trom the Toronto 
Museum, costly Moriaix tapestries and 
priceless furniture from the collections 
of Bernard More, on which he refused 
to set any price. They were insured 
for $500,000. Most of the French dress- 
makers’ exposition, which was insured 
for millions, was saved. .

A 
Shakspearean play will be held in ths 
woods, in which all the parts will he 
spoken in Esperanto. The delegates wit! 


attend a game of baseball at the Amer- 
ican League Park, in which the um- 
pires will give their decisions in that 
dJanguage. 

Dr. Ludwig L. Zamenhof, author of 
Esperanto, who has been striving for 
9 years to have the language used in- 
ternationally, is here. He will deltver 
an address, advocating adoption of the 
new language for commercial, offictal 
and social intercourse and in the public 
schools of all countries. 

Twelve Nations Represented. 

In addition to BEsperantists from all 
countries of the world, 12 nations will be 
officially represented. Simultaneously 
with the meeting of the international 
congress will be held the annual Amer- 
lean Esperanto convention. 

Among the delegates here are Capt. 
Josefo Perregordo, personal envoy of 
King Alfonso of Spain, M. Gabrtel Cha- 
vet of France, Ali Kuli Khan,. personal 
representative of the Shah of Persia, 
and Emrique Munez, special representa- 
tive from Uruguay. 

Should there be a lack of peace within 
or without the Congress, four stalwart 
policemen of the local force, all Es- 
perantists, will arrest the offenders. The 
policemen speaking the language are 
Patroilmen Davis, Terry, Schaffe and 
Foley.

were sent forward to the campaign in 
which the men were stricken down by 
the thousands form cold, hunger and 
privation of every kind.

As soon as she came forward, other 
ladies of high position volunteered to zo 
out to work under her—some profession- 
al nurses were also included—and on 
Oct. 24, the little band gt forth. Only 
a few hours after their arrival the 
wounded from the field of Balaklava 
began to be brought in.

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PERINE HOLDS UP BIG SUNDAY CROWD 
WHEN HISSED—RED SOX GAME DELAYED 
TWENTY MINUTES BY PEEVISH OFFICIAL 
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President Johnson Should Be Heard 
From Following Umpire’s Unneces- 
sary Delay of Sundays Game.

OME action by President B! B. Johnson of the American 
League is likely to result, following the absurd 20-minute 
delay of the second game between the Browns and Red Sox 


of Boston by Umpire ‘‘Bull’’ Perine at Sportsman’s Park Sunday. 
Perine established a precedent in stopping the progress of the game 
in an effort to hush the crowd of 16,000 persons until he could re- 
peat the announcement of a change in players. 


Because of the illness of “Bill” Din- 
neen, Perine has officiated alone in the 
Browns’ games at Sportsman’s Park 
since last Thursday. Granting that 


nowadays it is a big task to run a 
game single-handed, Perine’s work has 
been very poor, even on plays where he 
has been in a position to see them all. 
His decision in calling Capt. Wagner 
safe at the plate with the run that 
tied the score in the fourth inning of 
the second game was too much for the 
big crowd. It hooted him. The play 
Was an easy one to judge. Wagner, 
coming in from third, was forced to 
knock down Catcher Stephens before 
he could get to the plate. Jimmy had 
placed the ball on him before he 
crossed, but Perine called him safe. 
In the Browns’ half of the same in- 
ning Wagner came tearing in from his 
position at short, following Perine’s de- 
cision that Truesdale had stolen sec- 
ond. Wagner was chased from the 
game. Then Perine attempted to an- 
nounce that Lerchen had taken Wag- 
ner’s place. The crowd yelled when the 
umpire turned to tell of the change. 
Then he folded his arms and waited 
for the crowd to quiet down. [It yell 
louder. This continued for 20 minutes. 
Managers O‘Connor and Donovan at- 
tempted to have him proceed. He 
listen. Secretary Rickart of 
the Browns chased on the field and re- 
quested him to continue play. He 
didn’t. Finally President Hedges, from 
one of the boxes, asker Perine to start 
the game, and, after an unnecessary 20- 
minute wait, the teams again got to- 
gether. 
Perine’s action was about the most 
unnecessary umpirical miscue seen here 


this season, and St. Louis fans, espe- 


] clally those at League Park, have ob- 


served some queer decisions and actions 
by the boys in blue. 

In the interest of his patrons, Pres- 
ident Hedges should make seme report 
to President Johnson. Pertme is one 
of several umpires in the American and 
National leagues, who indicate by their 
decisions, actions and manners thut 
they dislike St. Louis, its fans and 
players. 

The umpires have jurisdiction over 
the playing field and players. But in 
attempting to deal with the crowd Per- 
‘ine certainly overstepped his limit. 

Once this season, President Tom 
Lynch of the National League fined Uni- 
pire Jimmy Johnstone and one of his 
co-workers for talking back to newspa- 
per men in the press box in the Polo 
Grounds. If that offense provoked «a 
fine from Lynch, Perrine’s actions 
should bring forth more drastic treat- 
ment from Ban Johnson. 

And while we are on the subject, it 
seeems that this should be a good sys 
tem for both League leaders to adopt 
There’s no qvwfestion but that the um- 
pires are at fault at times, But they 
are the czars of the baseball fleld, and 
whatever action they request againzet 
the players is invariably followed out 
by the League presidents. But when it 
is found that the umpires are at fauit, 
it seems that they should be similarly 
dealt with.
